State works progress directors tele- 
graphed headquarters today that the 


October 3 was 1,126,234. This left 
2,373,766 to be put on pay rolls in 
less than a month to fulfill President 
Roosevelt’s goal. 

The Civilian Conservation Corps ac- 
counted for 559,640 of the total. WPA 
was credited with 452,739 and other 
federal agencies the remainder. Bx- 
cluding the CCC, work relief jobs 
had jumped 132,376 from Septem- 
ber 19. 

As Gill spoke, airplanes rushed 
from the Pacific coast the President's, 
approval of additional WPA projects| 
to furnish employment to those not 
provided for by other work relief 
agencies. ee

CIRCULATION PLAN 
URGED BY J.T. TOLER 


Advises Definite 
Program Before Newspa- 
per Group at Savannah. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 3.—(A)— 
John T. Toler, circulation manager 
of The Atlanta Constitution, told 
southern circulation managers in con- 
vention here today that adherence to 
a definite program would solve many 
circulation problems. 

Speaking on the subject of “Advice 
to Managers” at the opening session 
of the convention of the Southern Cir- 
culation Managers’ Association, Toler 
said: 
“My advice is to seek advice in cir- 
culation organization and manage- 
ment from all sources, from all sec- 


tions, at all times. Keep your ear to. 


the ground for circulation and news- 
paper problems.” 

Amplifying his statement on a defi- 
nite program, Toler said that “with- 
out some goal to reach, well planned 
the circulation manager flounders 
around and gets nowhere.”

THREE PROBES BEGUN 
INTO LON EVANS DEATH 


Result of Investigations To 
Be Given Coroner’s 
Jury Today. 


Three separate investigations have 
been launched into the shooting early 
esterday of Detective Lieutenant 
Lon W. Evans, the results of which 
will be presented to a coroner’s jury 
at 10 o'clock this morning in the 
undertaking parlors of J. Austin Dil- 
lon Company. 

Detective’ Evans died at about 1 
o’clock yesterday morning in his home, 
354 Grant Park place, of a _ bullet 
wound inflicted in what his wife de- 
scribed as a struggle between them 
over the officer's revolver. 

The three investigations were or- 


;;dered by Coroner Paul Donehoo, Chief 


of Police T. O. Sturdivant, who plan- 
néd personally to probe the death of 
his close friend, and Detective Chief 
Lamar Poole, who assigned Detec- 
tives R. H. Englebert and R. T. Den- 
ny, of the homicide squad, to the case. 


Patrolmen First on Scene. 


First news of the shooting reached 
olice at 13 minutes past 1 o'clock. 
adio Patrolmen L. A. Puckett aad 
G. M. Cook og the scene ahead 
of Captain G. N. Ellis. 

According to the combined report of 
the three officers, they found Lieu- 
tenant Evans’ body on the floor of a 
hall leading to the breakfast room. 
The fatal bullet had-entered the left 
chest, ranging upward over the heart 
and emerging from the right side of 
the neck, severing the jugular vein. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. L. Green, of 350 
Grant Park- place, neighbors, and 
Walt Jones, another neighbor, had 
been summoned by Mrs. Evans, the 
officers reported. Green had found 
the officer’s weapon on the table where 
Mrs. Evans said she placed it, the 
lice be stated, and had placed it in the 
ice box. 
| Jones, they said, had removed it and 
placed it in his pocket. 


Widow Tells of Shooting. 


Mrs. Evans, who was under. the 
‘care of a physician yesterday, told 
‘Captain Ellis that Lieutenant Evans 
|returned home shortly before 1 o'clock 
|from his duties at the Southeastern 
Fair. 

He came in the back door as usual, 
she said, bringing the dog with him. 
When he found the door to Mrs. 
Evans’ room locked, she _ said, he 
threatened to kick it down. 

“I told him to ahead, then opened 
the door to stop him. He was stand- 
ing there in the hallway with his coat 
over one arm and his revolver in his 
right hand. 

“ You have reported me to the chief 
for going out with another woman’ he 
said. ‘You are wrong, I have not been 
going out with that woman, and I 
am going to fix all of us so I will not 
be reported again’.” 

Lieutenant Evans then pointed the 
revolver at her, Mrs. Evans said, and 
when she pushed it aside it dis- 
charged. Mrs. Evans exhibited 
scratch on her right hand, 
during the struggle. 

Chief Preparing Charges. 

Chief Sturdivant corroborated 
Evans’ belief that his wife had re- 
ported him. He said he had been pre- 
paring charges to be brought before 
the next meeting of the police com- 
| mittee. Other officers said yesterday 
‘they had remonstrated in vain with 
| Evans over his conduct. 


| The chief scoffed at reports that 
Evans was carrying a large sum of 
money which was missing when the 
body was taken to the mortuary.

It is still Fair Enough to West- 
brook Pegler, whose column of 
witty comment appears in this 
space daily, to allow him to spend 
this week at the World Series in 
Detroit and Chicago and write his 
impressions, which, will be found 
on The Constitution's sports pages.

It is for 
you to emulate the glorious examples 
before you. .. . Italy, in defense of 
her flag finds all her sons united.”

The year might have been 1935 and 
the orator Signor Mussolini. But it 
was 1896, and the Dice was a boy 
of 12, drinking in the teachings of 
socialism from his blacksmith father.

GOVERNMENT'S INCOME 


First Quarter of Financial 
Year Falls Short of 
Budgeted Total. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3-—(4)— 
The government's income topped a 
billion dollars today, but with the first 
quarter of the financial year gone fell 
short of reaching one-fourth of the 
year's budgeted total. 

In exact figures, receipts totaled 
$1,005,000,000. A week ago Presi- 
dent Roosevelt estimated the 12-month 
aggregate at $4,470,000,000. One- 
fourth of that amount is $1,118,000,- 

A year ago this time more than 
a quarter of the year's total collec- 
tions had been received. 

Semi-official comment represented | 
the administration as counting upon 
heavy income tax payments in March 
and June to bring the lump sum for 
the full fiscal year ending July 1 up 
to the chief executive's estimates. 


These income tax payments are paid 
upon business done between January 
and December of this year. In a state- 
ment accompanying his revised budget 
figures and in the speeches of his 
western trip Mr. Roosevelt has re- 
ported substantial business gains since 
1935 began. 

For the entire year, Mr. Roosevelt 
estimated income tax payments total- 
ing $1,434,000,000. One-fourth of tfat 
sum is $341,000,000. Income tax pay- 
_— to date have totaled $278,000,- 


On the other hand, miscellaneous 
internal revenue tax payments; which 
reflect business done a few weeks be- 
fore collection, have held well above 
one-fourth of the year’s estimate. ‘To 
date they have totaled $530,000,00U. 
The estimate for the .year was $1,- 
838,000,000, one-quarter of which is 
$459,000,000.
